in still air, cannot endure indefinitely 
a temperature higher than 90 degrees 
Fahrenheit with IOO per cent rela­ 
tive humidity has been determined 
by department of interior investiga­ 
tors at the Pittsburgh experimental 
station of the bureau of mines, co­ 
operating with the American Society 
of .Heating and Ventilating Engineers. 
In the course of the tests it was not­ 
ed that the heavier and stouter men 
in the experiments, when subjected to 
uncomfortably hot temperature*, lost 
more weight 
than .the lighter and 
thinner men, but as a rule could en­ 
dure for a longer period and com­ 
plained less of the exhaustion which 
followed. 
Loss of weight in the subjects ex­ 
perimented with gradually increased 
with an increase in atmospheric tem ­ 
perature. 
Whenever 
the 
subject 
drank 
ice 
water 
he 
immediately 
gained in weight, and in all cases the 
subject, within twenty-four 
hours, 
usually regained the 
entire weight 
lost. 
Subjects who drank ice water 
freely after exposure to high tem ­ 
peratures felt no ill effects, tending 
to disprove the assumption that such 
action develops severe cramps. 
It was found that the exhaustion 
and weakness following subjection of 
human beings to a very high tem ­ 
perature and 
humidity for a short 
period is not so severe as subjection 
to a 
moderately 
high 
temperature 
and humidity for a longer period. 
The pulse rate, rather than the rise 
in body temperature, apparently de­ 
to x ifies the extent of the discom­ 
fort experienced by the subject. Sub­ 
jects 
became 
very 
uncomfortable 
after the pulse rate exceeded 135 pul­ 
sations per minute, and complained 
of unbearable and distressing symp­ 
toms when the pulse exceeded 160 
per minute, 
'rho highest pulse rate 
recorded was 184 per minute. 
Sub­ 
jection to high temperatures and hu­ 
midities produced no marked change 
in the respiratory rate.
